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A  LETTER  TO  THE  EDITOR 


CHURCH  CENTRE  BUILDING  PROJECT 

After  more  than  three  years  of  planning,  praying,  preparing  and  raising  money, 
work  on  the  first  phase  of  a  new  church  and  community  centre  is  soon  to  begin. 
I'm  writing  this  open  letter  both  to  let  you  know  what  is  happening  (if  you 
don't  already)  and  to  make  a  few  personal  comments  about  the  project  as  a  whole. 

In  the  first  place,  I  would  like  to  say  how  impressed  I  have  been  -  and  how 
enormously  grateful  1  am  -  for  the  wonderful  way  in  which  so  many  residents 
of  the  village  have  contributed  their  time,  expertise,  goodwill  and  money  to 
make  this  possible.  A  building  that  will  cost  in  excess  of  £500,000  doesn't 
just  happen  I  Scores  of  people  have  worked  tirelessly  and  hundreds  have 
reached  deep  into  their  pockets  to  bring  it  all  about.  I  believe  that  says 
something  important  about  the  nature  of  our  community,'  and  hope  that  the 
building  itself  will  be  a  reminder  of  the  sort  of  cooperation  which  I  have 
always  found  to  be  such  an  attractive  feature  of  life  in  Bar  Hill. 

Second,  those  of  us  responsible  for  the  design  of  the  new  centre  have  done  our 
best  to  ensure  that  it  will  be  of  the  highest  quality.  It  will  be  constructed 
of  traditional  material  (brick  and  timber)  with  an  emphasis  on  natural  light 
and  durability.  A  model  showing  the  final  refinements  has  now  been  completed 
and  will  be  on  display  around  the  village  in  a  special  bus  between  12th  and 
17th  November. 

Third,  I  must  apologise  in  advance  for  any  inconvenience  that  may  be  caused 
during  the  period  of  construction  (which  will  probably  be  about  9-10  months). 

As  we  know  only  too  well  in  Bar  Hill,  building  work  brings  with  it  problems 
and  complications  of  various  kinds  -  not  least  when,  as  in  this  case,  the  site 
is  so  central.  Thanks  not  least  to  the  good  offices  of  the  Parish  Council, 
there  should  be  no  obstruction  to  the  spine  path,  and  we  hope  to  keep  hazards 
to  a  minimum,  but  the  process  is  bound  to  require  patience  of  us  all! 

Finally,  there  are  quite  naturally  concerns  in  the  village  about  the  external 
'landscaping'  of  the  building.  May  I  offer  an  assurance  that  nobody  is  more 
concerned  than  I  am  and  it  is  something  about  which  we  shall  be  doing  our  best 
in  conjunction  with  the  Parish  Council. 

If  there  any  aspects  of  the  project  that  you  are  unclear  about,  I  would  be 
delighted  to  discuss  them  -  so  do  please  contact  me  on  781629  or  at  108 
Stonefield.
